SUB Report

It is with some relief I can report to 
you that out of the 144 “B” Body 
UIC cases, we were able to fix al¬ 
most all of those who hadn’t sent the 
claimant's re¬ 
port card back to 
Belleville. 107 
cases were 
FTR’s (Failed to 
return the card) 
and these cases 
were all cleared 
up, and UIC is 
now in the pro¬ 
cess of notifying 
the SUB Office 
that they were al¬ 
lowed to prove entitlement for the 
two weeks lay-off. 

It not only means that you will be 
able to keep your 95 percent SUB for 
your second week of lay-off, it also 
means you will be paid UI and SUB 
for any weeks of lay-off which will 
occur prior to December 29, 1986. 

The Commission agreed to allow 
your cases, but this was a one shot 
deal. They were very blunt. They 
told us that in any further mass lay¬ 
off, we will not get the same con¬ 
sideration, so 1 am strongly advising 
you ftrplease make sure ybur card’Ts 
returned to Belleville every time you 
file a claim. Without your card being 
processed, no waiting period can be 
served, and no monies can be paid 
either by UI or SUB. 


We have put in many long hours on 
your behalf to fix up your cases and it 
gives me great satisfaction to see 
that you were able to keep your be¬ 
nefit this time. The next time we may 
not be so fortunate, so please re¬ 
member to adhere to the basic UIC 
rules: 

1. If you’re not sure, inquire either 
at the Commission, your SUB 
Representatives, or at the Union 
Hall. 

2. Always follow up all correspon¬ 
dence from the UI Commission and 
from the SUB Office. When you re¬ 
ceive a letter, please check the letter 
out at once, and in most cases it is 
important that you call for your SUB 
Representative. 

Before I close on this subject, I 
would like to send a note of thanks to 
the people in our Benefits office. 
They went out of their way to help us 
fix these cases. They could have col¬ 
lected the monies from you, under 
the Collective Agreement, but they 
did not do that. They agreed to hold 
back, and give us a chance to 
straighten out the problem. Often I 
am very critical, and I usually speak 
my mind, regardless if my feelings 
are negative or positive on the sub¬ 
ject. 

The understanding I received 

from -Bob Towey 
appreciated. 

RAIL SHIPPING 

It was also a happy note to see a 
letter from Brother Pat Clancy in The 

Oshaworker. 


The strong promise that this 
grievance on Rail Shipping will be 
arbitrated, has given me a full sense 
of hope, that this department can be 
saved. There is no question that Pat 
Clancy is one of the most capable 
International Representatives we 
have serving us and through past 
cases, he has shown how successful 
our Union can be in arbitrations. His 
record speaks for itself. 

It is my utmost belief that the Rail 
Shipping case will be the most im¬ 
portant arbitration case that ever 
went to the arbitrator from our Local 
Union. It is a must that we win this 
case for the whole future of our pre¬ 
ferred jobs. It is just one case we can 
not afford to lose. 

SUB COUNCIL

Soon after I finish writing this arti¬ 
cle, I will be leaving for Montreal, as 
every three months your Benefit 
Representatives meet in different 
cities with our Benefit Represent¬ 
atives within the GM Chain. This is 
the time when we discuss various 
problems, and compare our prob¬ 
lems with problems from other loc¬ 
als.

Bob White’s Personal Fight 
To Save 77 Dept. 
Outsourcing of Jobs

The letter I received from Brother 
Pat Clancy regarding the future of 77 
Dept, and its subsequent printing has 
created a heartening effect on the 
moodofourlocal 
membership. 
The fact that 
Brothers White 
and Clancy and 
the Shop Com- 
m i 11 ee con¬ 
curred with the 
position of re- 
taining this 
department for 
seniority im¬ 
paired workers 
was a serious blow for the Company 
and their pawns. 

Since that time the Company and 
their pawns have started rumors to 
destroy that unity and I believe the 
record should be set straight. 

First of all continuous rumors of 
our department’s demise on January 
1, 1987 were circulated by manage¬ 
ment and their lackys. Due to my 
former involvement as a member of 
the Canadian UAW Council, I was 
granted a meeting with Brother 
White. I expressed the concerns of 
my fellow workers about the con¬ 
tinued efforts of the Company to de¬ 
moralize the members of this valued 
department. The people of this 
department thank Brothers White 
and Clancy for the time out of their 
busy schedules and the energy put 
forth on our behalf. If their commit¬ 
ment to stopping outsourcing of our 
jobs is an indication of the direction 


of the New Canadian UAW, then we 
can all be very grateful. 

Since that time the Company had 
gone to great lengths to destroy Pat 
Clancy's credibility. I, and the 
workers in 77, are not about to let 
that happen. An old arbitration case 
was passed around to try and scare 
everyone into thinking Brother 
Clancy would lose the department if 
he took certain grievances to arbitra¬ 
tion. I would like to explain a number 
of points about that. 

First Brother Clancy did not just 
take my word but he checked with 
the Shop Committee and they helped 
his investigation to its conclusion. 
Second, Pat Clancy has been in¬ 
volved with 77 Dept, since last nego¬ 
tiations. Did any of these Company 
pawns really think that Pat was too 
dumb to have known about the 20 
year old arbitration case when his 
solid investigative talents are legen¬ 
dary? Did they really think that Pat 
would send a grievance to arbitration 
on a matter already decided by an 
arbitrator? The answer is no. Pat 
knew that arbitration case had abso¬ 
lutely nothing to do with the griev¬ 
ances just held at the 4th step regard¬ 
ing 77 Dept. Thirdly, Brother Clancy 
would not arbitrate a case like 77 
Dept, that could jeopardize the out¬ 
sourcing provisions of our Master 
Agreement to be or service for any 
department in our future. 

Anyone who would even suggest 
such a thing about Brothers White 
and Clancy does not realize that their 
personal involvement signifies a per¬ 
sonal defeat for Brothers White and 
Clancy. Why, such a defeat could 


wreck the credibility of Brothers 
White and Clancy with this member¬ 
ship, and they know that. Their cre¬ 
dibility should not be questioned by 
Company pawns who have tried to 
do so to cover their own tracks. 
Brothers White and Clancy got in¬ 
volved because they care about 
Trade Union principles, seniority 
and the older impaired workers. 
They care about our right to a job 
with dignity until we are able to re¬ 
tire. They are not in the business of 
discarding older workers and forcing 
them out the door when they are not 
ready. 

Finally, I think it's about time the 
Company and their pawns stopped 
trying to obstruct Brothers Clancy 
and White. I think it's about time 
they helped Brothers Clancy and 
White to unify the Canadian UAW. 
Imagine anyone even suggesting 
such a thing that they would inten¬ 
tionally lose an arbitration case. 

The Brothers in 77 Dept, know 
that is a Company propagated lie. 
We have faith that Brothers White 
and Clancy and the Shop Committee 
are responsible and concerned for 
our Union. The Brothers in 77 Dept, 
salute Brothers White and Clancy, 
and we thank them for the help. 
Brothers White and Clancy will al¬ 
ways be able to use 77 Dept, as an 
example of their commitment to 
fighting the outsourcing of work in 
Oshawa. They will always be able to 
use 77 Dept, as an example of their 
concern for the little guys, the 
grassroots membership has a leader 
who actually listens and then acts.

New Car Problems7

There have been many complaints 
coming into the Hall about certain 
dealers resolving employees prob¬ 
lems with their cars. GM has a 
three-step pro¬ 
cedure which is 
explained in the 
owners manual: 
STEP 1 — dis¬ 
cuss your com¬ 
plaint with a 
member of the 
dealership 
management. 
STEP 2 — con¬ 
tact the zone 
office closest to 
you, your dealer will provide you 
with this information. 

STEP 3 — contact the customer ser¬ 
vice representative in the South 
Plant no matter where you bought 
the car. (customer service 644-6624) 
After these three steps are ex¬ 
hausted and the customer is still dis¬ 
satisfied, there is a Media¬ 
tion/Arbitration Program ad¬ 


ministered by the Better Business 
Bureau which covers warranty dis¬ 
putes or manufacturers defects. 

To get this process started, the 
consumer sends a letter to the Better 
Business Bureau telling them the 
compensation you are looking for, 
and also attach the letter from GM 
that they can do no more for you, you 
have exhausted their normal pro¬ 
cedures. 

The B.B.B. will then send an 
arbitration agreement which both 
parties sign. They also send a list of 
three arbitrators and the consumer 
selects one. The hearing is then set 
and a written decision is handed 
down within 7 days of the hearing. 

This service is an alternative to 
small claims court or other court ac¬ 
tion. The best part is there is no cost 
to the consumer.

5744, and you will be furnished with 
full details of the program.

I would like to take this opportu¬ 
nity to thank all the Sisters and 
Brothers who took time out to vote 
and a special thanks to those who 
supported me in 
the recent elec¬ 
tion for Alter¬ 
nate Pension 
Rep. Although I 
was not elected I 
greatly ap¬ 
preciated the 
strong support 
you gave me. 

Since the re¬ 
cent election I 
have had the op¬ 
portunity to fill in for the elected 
Pension Rep. Ray Finney, since he is 
still recovering from his recent 
operation. This experience has been 
an on the job, first hand, eye opening 
education of just how inferior our 
pension plan works in some areas. In 
the past 2 years there has been a 
strong protest by individuals who 
have tried to point out to the 
membership, Top Committee and 
Bob White; changes must be made so 
that we can achieve goals that the 
concerned workers protests will not 
go for naught in 1987. 

MONEY 

With 1 billion dollars in our pen¬ 
sion plan I don’t feel it’s right that we 
should be allowing this Company to 
invest money from this plan into 
foreign countries that the UAW em¬ 
ployees have contributed in the past. 


If there is an overflow in our pension 
plan, considerations should go to the 
past and future retirees. 

j CREDITED SERVICE 

During contract negotiations in 
1982 and 1984, there were no 
changes made to amend the Pension 
Plan to include credited service for 
those who were unfortunate to be out 
on S&A prior to 1970. General 
Motors takes the position that if you 
were on layoff that’s the corpora¬ 
tion’s fault, but if you were off on 
S&A due to an accident or whatever, 
that’s you’re tough luck. It’s time 
these Sisters and Brothers were 
compensated instead of dis¬ 
criminated against. 

MUTUALS 

General Motors has offered in the 
past month salary employees to be 
pensioned off under the Mutual 
Agreement regardless of age. The 
format for hourly and salary em¬ 
ployees on retirement is the same. 
The only difference is that salary has 
the “B” Plan which they pay into. If 
General Motors is going to violate 
their own agreement for their salary 
workers, I feel they should give the 
hourly workers the same option. 

Ray Finney will be back on the job 
shortly. I feel that politics should be 
set aside. Our Plant Chairman and 
Bob White and whoever else in¬ 
volved should have meetings so that 
our next set of negotiations will 
reflect a true Canadian Pension 
Contract.

Taylor Is Right

Being a very active labour 
oriented individual without caucus 
affiliation sometimes places one in 
some very delicate situations in 
Local 222, but I 
will sepak out on 
any given issue 
that I feel affects 
the membership 
of this local, and 
in the member¬ 
ship’s best in¬ 
terest. 

Recently The 
Oshaworker 
editor Brother 
Frank Taylor 
made a statement in this paper per¬ 
taining to the elimination of the In¬ 
spection Department. In context 
what he said was that the Inspectors 
were eliminated and repairmen got 
their work along with a token raise in 
pay. “Quote”, “the Company ac¬ 
complished all this anti-union ob¬ 
jective by simply offering a little 
extra money to a few people and we 
lost an entire department and the 
right to better jobs in line with our 
seniority.” I could not agree with 
Frank Taylor more, and I might add, 
“who were the District Committee¬ 
men who negotiated it?” 

This sellout of departments for 
nickles and dimes philosophy must 


stop, and I can’t think of a better way 
to do it than bringing back the Ste¬ 
ward Body, to make some elected 
reps, more responsible to the people 
they represent! 

To many of the newer members the 
Steward Body in the past consisted 
of labour oriented people, 
non-elected who wore badges 
identifying them as labour stewards 
who helped keep our Union strong 
by taking a position within their 
departments through com¬ 
munication and action to safeguard 
the rights of their fellow workers. 
They also held regular meetings and 
passed on recommendations to the 
executive board and negotiating 
committees. 

Brother Sinclair has mentioned he 
is looking into re-establishing the 
Steward Body. I believe this to be a 
very intelligent move and I give it full 
endorsation. Having served as a 
Steward and member of the bar¬ 
gaining committee I would gladly 
offer any assistance I can in the re¬ 
establishing of this body. 

Vacation Pay — a number of 
Brothers and Sisters have asked me 
about the amount of vacation pay 
they are entitled to. 

It is as follows: 

1 to 3 yrs. = 80 hrs. 

3 to 5 yrs. = 100 hrs. 

5 to 10 yrs. = 120 hrs. 


10 to 15 yrs. = 140 hrs. 

15 to 20 yrs. = 160 hrs. 

20 yrs. or more 200 hrs. 

In addition, if you have one or 
more years seniority you are entitled 
to 20 hours paid absence allowance. 

For instance — 1 to 3 yrs. = 80 hrs. 
plus 20 hrs. p.a.a. = 100 total. 

If you have not taken any time off 
under the P.A.A. plan you will re¬ 
ceive this money with your vacation 
pay, or any balance thereof if you 
have used it. 

If you have less than one year you 
will receive 4 percent of your earn¬ 
ings for vacation pay. 

For further information on your 
paid absence allowance and vacation 
pay read paragraphs 110 through 119 
of your master agreement or contact 
your committeeman. 

To any conveyor of miss- 
information in District 7 pertaining to 
a membership meeting where I ad¬ 
dressed the chairman and members 
present on the implementation of 
team concept in this district, as I told 
General Supervisor Bill Burns, “Ido 
not appreciate conveyors of miss-in¬ 
formation trotting into his office, and 
if I make a statement I’ll stand on it 
as I always have.”

Skilled Trades Report

This is my first column for the last 
month. My last article was not 
printed due to the large number sub¬ 
mitted. I tried to inform the Trades¬ 
men in the Fab 
Plant the direc¬ 
tion the Com¬ 
pany was head¬ 
ing with area 
management. 
There are many 
rumours on the 
shop floor and 
many of them 
stem from this 
new concept the 
Company is 

going to implement. 

AREA MANAGEMENT 

The Company is planning on di¬ 
viding the North Plant into approx¬ 
imately five areas. Each area 
management will be responsible for 
both maintenance and production. 

The first area to be divided in the 
North Plant was the RIM area. In 
this case the Union was not told what 
was going on, and both Tom Watkins 
and myself attended the meetings 
with the Company and the trades¬ 
men without an invitation. 

It’s quite clear to me the Company 
is going ahead with this system with¬ 
out any discussion with the Union. 
The Company has been put on notice 
that no present contractual rights are 
to be violated. 

It's easy to see the direction the 
Company is headed and what they’ll 
be after in “87.” They chose the 
RIM to be the first area divided be¬ 
cause of its natural separation from 
the rest of the plant. To work in this 
area, you must have a medical. Many 
tradesmen prefer not to work in the 
RIM, but we cannot let this cloud the 
issue. 

Our present departments are laid 
out very clearly in the Local Agree¬ 
ment, Schedule “A”. They are also 
in our Maintenance Memorandum 
Agreement for transfers. 

The Company is looking for a divi¬ 
sion of our present departments and 
overtime groups down the road. If 
the Company is ever successful in 
obtaining this, it would be the begin¬ 
ning of “ specialists. ’ ’ Training for all 
tradesmen would be a thing of the 
past. 

If the Company was successful in 
separating the overtime groups, 
there would be no requirement to 
train all tradesmen, in the depart¬ 
ments as we know them now. 


A BIT OF HISTORY 

In 1982 the memorandum on trans¬ 
fers was negotiated to make it easier 
for tradesmen to transfer throughout 
the plant, and also to allow the senior 
tradesmen the opportunity to move 
where they wanted to go. At this time 
Maintenance only had two depart¬ 
ments, 48 and 49. They were divided 
into nine groups and called depart¬ 
ments, but contractually there were 
still only two departments. 

Our District Committeeman at this 
time was Junior McMullan, and he 
always said never let the Company 
make these nine groups, depart¬ 
ments. 

In the 1984 set of negotiations, the 
Company was successful into mak¬ 
ing these nine groups, departments, 
and a part of Schedule “A”. These 
nine departments do not include the 
new rad or new stamping. There can 
be no more division. We must hold 
the line here. 

If the Company wants to make all 
types of areas throughout the plant, 
they'll have to work within the 
framework of our present agree¬ 
ment. 

The Company will try and make 
the tradesmen feel their new little 
area should be their overtime. If they 
are successful in making the trades¬ 
men think this, they are one step 
closer to their plan.

A.V.O.’s 
must be in two weeks prior to these 
dates.

Some 1 knew like 
the starlings, crows, goldfinches. I 
did hear a cardinal. The sea birds like 
the gull s, geese, ducks , and cormor¬ 
ants, were feeding in the shallows, 
when the tide was out. Another 
morning, I saw seals feeding on fish 
off shore.

1 missed opening day of trout 
fishing at home, the first time in 50 
years, and if all stories are true, I 
missed a crowd. I will wait for open¬ 
ing day of pickerel and pike fishing. 
Rainbow trout fishing in the local 
streams should get better as the 
crowds thin out. 

Saturday, June 14th, 1986, is the 
Weed Drag, Rice Lake, Hiawatha 
Native Park. This sight was chosen 
because the fishermen said Lake 
Scugog had too many weeds. 

The fishing for pickerel and mus- 
kie should be better. The park is 
clean and lots of parking places for 
trailers, campers, or tents, with all 
hook ups. If you wish to stay over¬ 
night, $8.50. Hiawatha Park on the 
North Shore of Rice Lake is about 15 
miles east of Bailieboro, off Highway 
No. 28, east of the Otonabee River, 
but not to Keene. Watch for bulletins 
to follow in the next few weeks. 

I was going to mention the wild 
flowers along the creeks and valleys, 
but so many came out in a week, I 
could not keep up with them. The 
violets that were everywhere, in all 
their colours, from a deep purple to 
almost white. The trilliums that are 
mostly white, but some red ones are 
found, under the hardwood trees, 
where last years leaves are plentiful. 
The skunk cabbage have been up 
and growing for weeks. This wild 
flower is not one of our most delight¬ 
ful plants, as it gives off an odour 
of skunk. 

The jack-in-the-pulpit is a little 
late to come alive, when the trilliums 
begin to fade and die. The stems of 
the jack-in-the-pulpit are green and 
the flower is a reddish purple. The 
yellow dog tooth violets or adders 
tongue, grow in large beds close to¬ 
gether, mostly on a slight hill, this 
slight yellow flower likes to rise early 
in the morning and close up early in 
the evening. The hepatica is another 


wild plant, that grows mostly under 
hardwood trees where last years 
leaves are plentiful. This plant re¬ 
quires a little more sunlight, than 
some other wild flowers. The flowers 
are not very high, the colour of pur¬ 
ple to white and all other colours be¬ 
tween. They stay in flower for a 
couple of months. 

I know you know many other wild 
flowers, but the ones I have men¬ 
tioned are a few early wild flowers. 
Wild flowers come into bloom all the 
year round. The wild flowers that 
grow in the swamps and along the 
lakeshore are very numerous also.

Canadian auto workers are willing 
to conform to some Japanese work 
habits to assist plans for a $600 million 
joint venture in Canada by Suzuki 
and General 
Motors, says 
Union leader Bob 
White. He 
further stated the 
Union was willing 
to accept “some¬ 
thing different” 
from the usual 
practices at the 
big three auto 
makers. White 
also stated he 
was opposed to making changes in 
existing arrangements in established 
plants.

If he al¬ 
lows the Japanese to implement their 
work standards here in Canada in a 
new plant, then it sure won’t be long 
until the big three will be demanding 
the Union allow them to rape us of 
our Canadian standards.
